Pittsburg, July 15.—At -the Amal 


gamated Association headquarters, it 
is claimed 
74,000 men are on strike 


Everything is quiet at Pittsburg mill 
Painter's and Lindsey & McCutch- 
mills are idle. 
At Lindsay & Me- 


Cutcheon 75 puddlers and 400 finish- 
ers have also gone on a strike. Only 
four out of 20 furnaces started, but 
one shut down after the first heat. 


The strike is general None of the 


men affected by President Shaffer's 
order have made complaint" and all are 
seemingly united for the one cause 
that of obtaining recognition for their 
fellow workmen in those mills where 
it is refused th^m. President Shaffer 
is resting on his oars for the time be- 
ing. He announced this morning that 
he would make no new move for a day 
or so. He said his plans are laid for 
the future. But ±hat the time for mak- 
ing them known had not arrived. 


His words leave abundant room for 


conjecture. 
It is a well known fact 


that the president of the workers' as- 
sociation will stop at nothing legiti- 
mate to-gain the object he has set 
out to attain. It would not be surpris- 
ing were he to order out the men em- 
ployed in the Federal Steel Company 
and the National Steel Company, both 
contingent companies with the three 
companies now at variance with the 
labor association in the United States 
Steel corporation, before the passing 
of another day. 


He would make no announcement as 


regards the probability of his calling 
out the non-employed in the Federal 
and National Steel Companies' mills, 
but he intimated that such a course 
would, be taken before many days had 
passed. The success of his order as 
manifested this morning pleased him 
and "he said that he had no complaint 
to make. The men in the different un- 
ion and non-union 
plants have sent 


telegrams announcing their intention 
of sticking with the officials of the or- 
ganization and Secretary John Wil- 
liams is busy answering and receiving 
telephone messages and telegrams 
from men employed in the different 
mills throughout the country. The

Probably 15,000 to 18,000 men are

The tin plate men have had an un- 


usually prosperous season and as they 
all make exceptionally good wages, 
they are thought to be practically in- 
dependent.

Shaffers

nounced this morning that the Amal- 
gamated Association is stronger finan- 
oiany at present tiian ic has been i.or 
many years. He said that the organiz- 
ation had considerable money to spend 
in the support of the strike. 


Niles. Ohio. July 15—President Shaf- 


fer's strike order throws 1000 Xiles 
men out of work. The Falcon mills 
and the McKinley Tin Plate plant are 
idle. The men of Xiles were not so 
well prepared for a strike as tehir 
brothers in other towns, as the mills 
here did not operate 
for nearly six 


months after the American Sheet Steel 
company secured 
control. The men 


are loyal to the association, however, 
and say they will stay out until the 
last. They have great confidence in 
Shaffer. 


Wheeling, 
W. Va., July 15.—In 


Wheeling proper, the only mill affect- 


led by the Amalgamated Association 
strike is the labelle depaitment of the 
American Tin Plate company. About 
five hundred men are out. The River- 
side tube works, the largest plant own- 
ed by the trust around here, operates 
non-union, and continues in operation. 
The Wheeling Steel and Iron Works 
and the Whitaker Iron Company, the 
next largest concern here, are inde- 
pendent and have signed the scale and 
continue in operation. Both have as 
much business as they can handle. 


Warren. O., July 15.—The Warren

Should the Amalgam- 
ated employes of the National Steel 
company be called out the total num- 
ber of unemployed will be brought up 
to nearly 5,000.
